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HISTORICAL MYTHS. 


Better the oppression of the Turks than the justice of 
the Arabs.’’ Egyptian proverb. 


This myth has not yet been, so tq speak, 
added to the Nationalist repertoire, though it 
may yet be advertised in the “Egyptian Stan- 
dard” pour embéter les Anglais—-Conserva- 
teurs—and to encourage Messrs. Robertson 
and Rutherford. Thus far it has been principal- 
ly exploited for the benefit of European 
Turcophobes by Negib Bey Azoury, the author 
of a work entitled “Le Reveil de la Nation 
Arabe,” the title of which assumes as a premise 
thatan Arab nation exists—a ‘large order’ to 
anyone who has studied recent Oriental history 
with the slightest care. Negib Bey denounces 
the venality and tyranny of the Turkish rulers 
of Syria, describes the Osmanli language as a 
barbarous jargon which has given no word but 
the degrading term ‘backsheesh’ to the Arab 
vocabulary, and declares that the Osmanilis are, 
for the most part, irreclaimable barbarians. 
The Turk has evidently failed to satisfy Azou- 
ry Bey : let us see what the Arab has done in 
recent times to deserve the commendation of 
our author. 

As far as we can discover he has done 
nothing but plot or rebel against the Turk : 
To an ardent anti-Turk this is no doubt most 
praiseworthy, but the sober student of history 
will not see anything very meritorious in 
plots that fail, and rebellions that now burn 
up, now die down, always smoulder, and 
never entirely overcome the sword or the 
diplomacy of the Sultan. At present the 
Arabs of the Yemen are in arms against 
the Padishah. They baäve inflicted some 
severe defeats upon hie armies and have 
enabled the Turkish War Office to give mon- 
umental proofs of its incapacity. But 
they have failed to co-operate, with the Arab 
tribes of the Hedjaz or Nejd, and the re- 
ligious fanaticism which leads their chiefs 
to proclaim that the Turks are base lati- 
tudinarians — hardly better than the Kufür 
— tan hardly recommend them to the 
sympathy of the civilised world. Of the Arabs 
of the present day the great majority are 
in the tribal stage and lead a precarious and 
nomadic life in more or less desolate re- 
gions. Even those who dwell in towns or culti- 
vate fertile oases or terraced mountains 
where heavy rains fall, have made no polit- 

| progress whatever since the days of 

e. Abbasids. In fact they have, if any- 
thing, declined since those days. Under 
the earlier. Abbasid Caliphs the Arab. tribes 
and the settled folk of Arabia were ustally 
the faithful subjects of the Arab rulers 
of Baghdad. To day all of Arabia which is 
outside the range of foreign artillery is at 
best lawless, at worst anarchical, and by the 
irony of fate an approach to security can 
alone be found in Arabia (Aden except- 
ed) under the sway of the “unspeakable” 
Tork. But it may be urged that it is 
hardly fair to take the Ardbs of to-day for 


the purposes of such a comparison, and that 


the Turks have never produced a civilisa- 
tion such as distinguished the rule of the 
Omeyyads of Cordova or Damascus, of the 
Abbasids of Baghdad, of the Fatimids of 
Cairo. 

Now we will postpone for the moment the 

consideration of the questions, “How far were 
the Arabs or Islam responsible for this civilisa- 
ion | Was it the product of the Moslem Din' 
or the Arab ‘Murawwa '!’ and content ourselves 
with pointing out that the Osmanli Turks—

owing in part to their own manly virtues, their 
extraordinary sense of discipline, their courage 
and the continuity of their policy, in part to 
their consfious adoption of Byzantine methods 
of organisation and Government — methods 
derived from the organisation and state eraſt 
of those great masters of the art of Govern- 
ment, the Romans—have suceéeded in found- 
ing and in holding a great Empire in the 
teeth .of infinitely more vigorous opposition 
than the Arabs ever had to face. By the end 
of the third century after the Hegira, the 
Arab element in the Caliphate had been forced 
to abdicate in favour of the Persians and the 
Turks and a Turkish general could say in 
Bagdad “What use are Arabs, now without the 
prophet and angelic aid.” Two centuries more 
passed and the Arab, as a ruler, only main 
tained himself in Arabia, in Spain, and, com: 
peting with the indigenous Berber-in the king- 
doms of Barbary. True, the Turk always lacked 
the attractive, if superficial, brilliancy of his 
rival. He was not an orator, nordid heevershow 
himself more than a copyist in literature. But 
he possessed a full share of those solid qualities 
which make for political success, and a firmness 
of will and character which atoned for his 
inferiority as compared with the Arab in acute- 
ness and quickness of in The Arab 
could theorise ad libitum on Government, but 
he never seems to have taken the trouble to 
put the excellent theories which he had 
evolved or learnt from Greeks and Persians 
into practise. The Ottoman Empire’ of to-day 
is not in the best odour among progressive 
Europeans but let them compare it with the 
‘Empire’ of Morocco! In Turkey there are 
signs that some at least of the Turks realise 
that progress is desirable, that à scientific 
education is not altogether baneful, that 
railways and telegraphs are useful and that 
military affairs are better conducted when 
some sort of organisation (however indiffer- 
ently worked) replaced administrative vhaos. 
True, the Turkish War Office is a failure 
when itis involved in a tropical campaign, 
the railways are almost entirely under the 
management of Europeans, and the progressive 
in frowned upon by Yildiz Kiosk. But bad as 
is the system, it is civilisation—first quality 
hors concours — compared with the tribal 
anarchy of Morocco or Nejd and the barbaric 
tyranny of the ‘black Arabs’ who depopulated 
the Sudan. We do not wish to maintain that 
the Turkish Empire is a monument of good 
administration: If it were so it would not be 
exposed to the constant menace of dismem- 
berment which harasses the lives ot its states- 
men, but we submit that with all its faults the 
Turkish Empire—notably in its Asiatic pro- 
vince’ shows a great advance on any Arob 
achievement. It is an amazing feat for 
a race numbering some 7,000,000 souls to have 
held together a large Empire peopled by many 
diverse races, serving a multitude of creeds for 
over 500 years, in the teeth of the opposition 
not only of great European states but of large 
sections of their own subjects. The Arabs, the 
Kurds, the Druses, the Greek and Slay races 
of the Balkan, the Armenians, have all at one 
time or another rebelled against the Empire, 
but in every case except when supported by 
European nations, have succumbed to the 
swort or to the statecraft of their lers. The 
most ardent Turcophobe cannot minimise the 
importance of these achievements, the most 
ardent Arabophile cannot produce such 
evidence of political capacity on bebalf of the 
race which he champions. 

We do not in this article’ make. any 
reference to the ‘Arabs’ i.e. Arab speaking 
peoples of Syria and Egypt. To describe the 
Egyptian Moslems as Arabs is grogsly in- 
accurate, as inaccurate as would be the 
assertion that the English were. of Norman 
origin. The Egyptian Moslems must be in 
most cases converted Copts, crossed with 
Arab, Turk, Cireassian and Sudanese blood. 
In Syria, though in the transJordan districts, 
dertain areas ate inhabited by a fairly pure 
Arab population, the great mass of the Moslem 

ulation must be Syrian, descended from 

converted ‘mawalis’ (clients) who embraced 
Islam after the conquest. In neither of these 
countries is there any evidence of any great 
racial change haying followed the Arab in- 


vasions. The invaders were not like the 


Northern Barbarians or the Mongols—a whole 
people on the maich—they came in small 
armies and though many settled in the con- 
quered countries they can never. have formed 
more than a small section of the popu 
though strangely. enough they seem to have 
been more numerously séttled in Morocco and 
Algeria.

From the day he enters 
Sandhurst, a light hearted cadet, until he 
leaves the service, in which he has grown grey 
and crabbed, the officer is examined for this, 
that, and the other, until his soul sickens at 
the very word. The rigorous examinations at 
Sandhurst and “The Shop” qualify him for 
the privelege of receiving a labourgr’s wage, 
and for being shot on a moment's notice, or 
done to death in some vile climate, to where 
our qgimindls were formerly deported When 
he adivances on the road to promotion in his 
regiment, he finds himself stopped by further 
examinations, and though he have the best may 
word of command in his battalion, and may 
excel in drill, horemanship and every soldierly 
duty, and have risked his life and limb in 
action, anil behaved gallantly, he may find 
himself shelved by failing to take the necessary 
per centage of marks in the absurd questions 
with which the examinations bristle. It does 
not matter that he led his men very straight 
against the enemy, he does not know the par- 
ticulars of some forgotten campaign, or cannot 
answer some idiotic point of military law, in 
which common sense could be the only guide 
in practical work. II leaves the army dlisgust- 
ed and disappointed to give room to paper 
soldiers. Annually, the army loses some of its 
best men through these ever recurring exams.

THE REMAINS OF GEORGE 
AVEROFF.° > 


The Hellenie community of Alexandria in 


harmony with the strong national feeling 


expressed in the centre of Hellenism, ‘is 
preparing itself for a grand manifestation of 
patriotism on the occasion of the removal ot 
the remains of the great patriot George Averofl, 
from Alexandria to Athens. 

The Greek nation has always been distin- 
guished for the great number of its patridta, 
men heartily devoted to the national cause, 
and always ready,to make any sacrifice for the 
attainment of the national aspirations. 

Amongst these men a prominent place is held 
by George Averoff. He was, in the literal sense 
of the word, a true and pure patriot. What he 
did for his country, he did it in a pure patriotic 
spirit. He avoided all ostentation. He never 
searched for honours, which he deliberately 
avoided. In spite of repeated and warm 
invitations he avoided visiting Athens the 
principal centre of his beneficent action and 
where he knew that his nt and well- 
conceived liberalities would have secured him 
a triumphal reception, such as by right be- 
longed to him. But he was always against all 
show and pomp, thinking that all he was doing 
was simply his duty. 

George Averoff lavished his treasures in 


endowing Alexandria, as well as the efpital 


of Greece with splendid educational and phil- 
anthropic establishments. But rare has been 
his good fortune in connecting his name and 
his memory with his inspired gift to Athens 
of the glorious Stadism, which does more in 
raising the spirit and breathing patriotic 
enthusiasm into the souls of young Greeks 
than could do many universities together. 

In fact Greece, by the munificenve of her 
sons, has been able to acquire educational 
philanthropic establishments, such as much 
bigger countries do not possess and which 
the Government would never have been able 
to sopply with its own resources. 

Imperative national requirements have al- 
ways strained these resources gnd have necess- 
itated the expenditure of public money, which 
would, otherwise, have been devoted to such 
necessary establishments. 

But these expenditures were unavoidable. 
When the Cretans, unable to bear the miseries 
of a Turkish administration, had repeatedly to 
revolt against the established order of things, 
and Cretan women and children had to take 
refuge, in the mother country, the Greek 
government and the Greek people had to give 
to the sympathetic helpless all . requisite 
assistance, no matter at what sacrifice. And 
in quite recent times the Bulgarian atrocities 
entailed upon Greece as a State, and upon the 
Greeks as indfviduals. the same moral obliga- 
tions and pecuniary sacrifices. 

Not only the people individually had to 
contribute considerably towards the main- 
tenance of the refugees, but also the Govern- 
ment had, out of its exhausted treasury, to 
supply the means of subsistence to the 
thousand’s of helpless people who had the 
right to appeal to them for help. 

Thas the Greek exchequer was invariably 
left ina needy condition and, consequently, 
unable to attend to so many requirements, 
demanding attention in a civilized state. 

Schools, universities, academies, observator- 
ies, and gymnasiums were very necessary institu- 
tions, but would certainly. have been left on 
one side, in presence of the more urgent de- 
mand for bread by women and children—the 
women and children of men who were sacrifi- 
cing their lives for the liberty of their fellow- 
countrymen and the grandeur of their mother- 
country. \ 

But the Greeks are very active and snccess- 
ful men of business, enriching themselves in 
whatever part of the globe they establish 
themselves, and above all they are good 
patriots. What, then, the Government would 
not have afforded to do, or would have been 
tardy in doing, has been done, in a magnificent 
way too, by the munifi¢ence of patriotic Greek 
citizens. 

Educational establishments of all sorts and 
grades, hospitals kept in the best style and 
endowed with the latest scientific contrivances, 
and all the resourees of comfort have been 
founded in Athens, and entertained by the 
donations of generons Greeks, working hard 
and intelligeutly in all parts of the world. 

Ofall the imnamerable aud great benefactors 
of Greece, none enlists so much the sympathy 
and admiration of his fellow-countrymen, as 
this simple and unassuming man, who did his 
duty towards his country with the greatest 
modesty. 

It is not then surprising that Greece should 
desire to have and conserve in her own. soil 
the remains of sucha good man and such a 
pure patriot as George — N

SAILING VESSEL BLOWN UP. 


CAPTAIN REFUSES SURRENDER.

LAUNCHING OF RENO POLIS.

DEVELOPMENT OF EGYPT. 


— — 


We have now received fuller details of the 
launching of the Egyptian Mail Steamship 
Company's steamer the Heliopolis on Tuesday 
week. Among those present on the launching 
platform were the Earl and Countess of Dal- 
keith, Lord Armstrong, chairman of the Egypt- 
ian Mail Steamship Company, with Lady 
Armstrong, Mr. Alfred Curphy, Mr. G. T. 
Symons, (with Mrs Symons) and Major C.H. 
Villiers, directors of the company; Mr. A. 
Gracie, Colonel Paget Mosley, Mr. A. W. 
Sampson, Mr. A. Cleghorn, and Mr. G. Stra- 
chan, of the Pairfield Company; Captain 
Crighton, marine superintendent of the own- 
ing company, and Mr. M.G. Isdale, super- 
intendent engineer; Mr. Arthur Piers and 
Captain Mowatt, Canadian Pacific Railway ; 
Mr Samuel Roberts, M.P.; Rear Admiral Bear- 
croft, Professor George Adam Smith, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Ferguson Buchanan, Mr. W. M. 
Rhodes, Mr. J. P. Spanier, Mr. A.K. McCosh, 
of Cairnhall, Mr..J.R.-Cuthbertson, and Mr. 
Lewis Evans. 

The huge vessel moved slowly down the 
ways, the launch occupying about 55 sees , and 
so easily did she take the water that the 
checking chains were never taut. When the 
boat was safely waterBorne, a rousing cheer 
was raised by the spectators 


After the launch the invited guests repaired 
to the Board-room, where luncheon. was served. 
Mr. Alex. Gracie presided, and proposed the 
loyal toasts, which were duly acknowledged. 
Colonel Paget Mosley gave the toast of “The 
Countess of Dalkeith..” He apologised for the 
absence of Sir William Pearse, the chairman of 
the Company, and on behalf of the directors 
presented the Countess with a casket contain- 
ing the ivory hatchet with which her Ladyship 
had cut the launching cord. The of 
Dalkeith responded, and wished success to ship 
and owners. 


The Chairman submitted the toast ot 
“Success to the Heliopolis. It was a bold 
stroke, he said, fora new company to bid for 
the Egyptian traffic, which had for so long a 
period been in the hands) of old-eslablished 
steamship companies; but the interest, he 
might almost say fascination, attaching to 
Egypt, not only from its antiquity, but also 
from its modern history and development, had 
already created a traffic which was yearly 
increasing, and they were all indebted to the 
enterprise of the directors of the 

Mail Steamship Company, who had had the

The 
whole-hearted manner in which the Egyptian 
Mail Steamship Company ‘had tackled this 
business by building such magnificent vessels 
as the Heliopolis and the Cairo augured well 
for their future success, which, he ventured to 
predict, Would be all they desired, as it would 
certainly be no less than they . deserved.
